‘Oar m&r:plim sdvices from Washinglon
inform us that the Goverdment (s dis to
take a proper and national view of out-
rages recently commitied on the Amerioan
fisg in the case of the brig Mary Lowall and
the boarding of the schooner Lizdis Majors on
the high seas. The oase of the first-named
veseel was an outrage of the moat barefaced
oharaoter. It i8 not denied that this vessel
was in possesslon of the ousloms officer of
the British Government, tu British waters, and
with the seal of the Crown upon her hatches,
Yot she was taken possession of by a Spanish
war steamer, carried 10 Havana, and there oon-
demped as a legal prize. It i3 not assertad
that she had infringed any law, nor was she
spgeged in apy hostile aot, Reparation ia due
fo the British Government for the disrespect
to ita territory and flag; but not the less should
our Government protect the rights and pro-

ty of Amerioan citizens in this oage.

The affair of the Lizzie Majors is an equally

alpable oase of wrong on the part of the

anish oruisers. Bhe was boarded on the
high sess, and two passengers taken from her
and oarried back to Cuba, where, from saght
wa yot kunow, they may have beem already
ghot, a8 were those taken from the British
sobooner Jeff Davis. No orime was alleged

ainst them, and the utmost they conld be
charged with was that they were flesing to this
oountry to esoape from the tyranny ef the
(tovernment snd the murderons zeal of the mad
Spanish volunteers. One of them was even a
minor, & young lad, and the pretext for their
geizare was that their names did not appear
apon the ship’'s manifest. Itis due to our
own honor and the canse of humanity and
oivilization that we demand the immediate
liberation of these persons, that they be
safely placed again on their voyage to the
United States, and that due reparation be
made to our flag. We rejoice that Seoretary
Fish is beginning to awake to the fact that fear
is not the _.Kropor guardian of Amerioan honor.

It is well that the Government has taken
steps fo inorease our naval force in Southern
waters. The proclamation issued by General
Duloe on the 24th of last month openly as-
sumes the right to searoh and seizs vessels on
the high seas, and to try and condémn them if
it please his Excellenoy so to do. Had we
assumed this right daring our late civil war
the Havana nest of blockade-rnnners would
have been broken up, and it is not impossible
that the Spanish rule in Cuba might have
been broken up with it. But we respected the
freedom of the seas in one of the most flagrant
cased whioh counld be presented—that of Mason
and Slidell—and shball not consent that Spain,
in the defense of an unjust cause and an
odious tyranny, shall do less. The fact that
the persons eeized may be private citizens
and not public officers, only makes such ount-
rages the more flagrant. If Spain persists in
them there is but one remedy—the annihila-
tion of the remnant of Bpanish power in the
New World,

CAN A NEGRO HOLD OFFICEIN GEORGIA ¢
From the N, Y, Tribune,

Mr. Justice Sohley, prononnced sly, is the
Don Quixots of Georgis—a knight who re-
veres the dark ages, but cannot endure a black
skin. His hatred to the colored people is #o
implaoable as to mislead his judgment and
betray his congcience. He accordingly seizes
upon.the first opportunity to show his hos-

ty and violate the trust reposed in himas a
Justios of the Suoperior Counrt. But he does
one thing at least that is admirable. He boldly
meets the issue, declaring the question to ba
“‘Can & negro hold office in Georgia!'"' Notso
worthy of onr respeot, however, are the
solemn sophistiries of this Georgia Judge, nor
the wicked judgment that follows the special
pleading of a lawyer who sits an advocate upon
the bénch.

It seems that one Riochard W. White, who,
owing to no fanlt of his own, was bora not
quite white, was elected or appointed clerk of
the Buperior Court of Chatham county, in
the State of Georgia. Not having the fear of
Judge Schley before his eyes, he entered upon
the discharge of the duties of hia office, and,
for aught that appears or is alleged to the
oontrary, performed those duties to the satis-

of those whom he served. Bat Wil-
liam J. Clements, who is presumed to be a
shade lighter in complexion than Mr. White,
was not pleased. He wanted the office him-
self was agonized in soul because he
oould not get it. As sly as Jndge Sohley him-
self, and more intrepid than office-seekers
usually are, he conld not bd turned aside by
the meeta fact that another man held the place
and was not disposad to leave it. Inspired by
the action of the Georgia Legislature he re-
golved npon deeds as noble, and accordingly
made the astounding discovery that a very
volgar fraotion of Mr. White's ancestry
waa inclnded im that olase of whom
it was said of old, **Cursed be Canaan'’
—in other words, that he la a nigger, a per-
gon of oolor, having ome-eighth of mnegro
“‘blood in his veins,'”” This fact is bronght to
the notice of Mr. Justice Bohley upon & writ
of quo warranto, and, withont denying the al-
legation, Mr. White demurs to the complaint
on the ground of its insnfisiency in law. Bat
J ohley is big with the ides, snd goes to
work to keep the nigger out of office with
almost a8 muoh slaborstion as we counld ex-

t from the accomplished anthoress of
‘Boulah’’ and ‘Si. Elmo.” Ignoring the pro-
olamation of emancipation, which, at the
North at leaat, is believed to have had some
effeot in its day, he assnmes that up to 1845
the negro in Georgia was a ohattel, with no

olitioal rights of avy imaginable natare, bear-
Bg in his nawe and race every political dls-
ability. In that year, he tells us, the Siate
Convention gave freedom to the negro, and
even went 8o far a8 to enable him to sue and
testify in the courts, soquire snd hold pro-
perty, and to wmarry. This creatars with uno
* pable'’ politioal rights was even al-
lowed, in the deep wisdom of Georgis’s legis-
lators, to marry. Fortunate negroes! wise
legislatora | the volce of Georgia says men aod
women may marry without oflense to the
law

But the wisdom of Georgia has found an-
oth+r vent, The fourteenth smendment, in

aranteeing to negroes all the privileges and
F:mnnluu of citizens of the United States,
Juige Bohley decides, does not couvey the
right to hold office. The Dred Scot decision
is fnvcked to show that & person. may be a
oitizsn—*‘that is, & member of the commau-
nity who form the soversigoty''—without the
right 10 vote or hold efica; and other cases of
a like ocharacter are cited to prove what th?
Judge Bays he would otherwise ‘“‘conoceds.’
The point on which this wicked judgment

is that oitizenship does not include the
rights and fmmunities of all oitizens, whereas
the grant is of all the immunities and privi-
leges of oitizens.

OFFICIAL DISHONESTY NO BAR TO PRO-
MOTION IN OFFICE.
From the N, Y. Times,

A good many ourfons and questionable
things have been done in the matter of ap-
pointments to office during the last five
weeks; but the most ourious and the most
questionable of them all is the appointment
by the President, with the advioce and consent
of the Benate, of James M. Ashley to be Gov-
ernor of Montana. We do not refer to his
actiou en img:achment, to his repeated publio
assertions that he was in possession oF proof
that Andrew Johneon was an accomplice in
Lindoln’s assassinatisn, assertions whioh he
songht to sustain by subornation of perjary,
bnt which proved te ba utterly false; or to
any of his political acts concerning which
there can be doubt or honest difference of
opinion.

Buat the recorda of the Honse of Representa-
tives contain abundant evidenoce of his public
corruption—of venality, voluntar nncr con-
fessed, in high offioe; and if there any pre-
tense of official virtue left in the Government,
that we should think should prevent hia being
appointed to atill higher office by an adminis-
tration which came into power under the
most golemn pledges of reforming abuses and
makiog iotegrity the supreme law of the
Giovernment,

Eight years ago Mr. Ashley did all in his
power to have s man named Case appointed
Sarveyor of & Western Territory, and himself
made Chairman of the Committes on Territo-
riea in the House of Representatives. His ob-
jeot and purpose in this was to give Case
the best possible opportunity to speculate in
town lote, pramising to ald him in so doing
by keeping him advised of whataver the
House Committee on Territories might do to
make such speculation pecuniarily profitable,
and exacting in return ome-half of all the
money which might be made by these joint
speculations. He demanded to be made a
full partnér with Case in his speculations,
and for this promised to pat in as his share
of the capital all the knowledge and all
the aid which his offioial position as Chair-
man of the Committes on Territories might
give him,

These facts were mot matters of ruomor.
They did not rest on hearaay testimony. They
were established by Ashley's letters to Case;
the propositions were distinctly made, in his
own handwriting and under his own signa-
ture; and the whole correspondence, which
was ag clear and deflnite as words counld make
it, was drawn out and put before Congress
and spread npon its jprinted records, by a
committee of the Hounse of Representativea
appointed to investigate the subject. A mo-
tion made at the time to punish, or at least
censure, Mr. Ashley for his part in this mat.
ter, was defeated on the ground that there was
no groor that he had ever received any money
under the corrupt partnership which he sought
to form, and the whole transaction went into
the inside history of the practical workings of
our political system.

But, setting aside all guestion of puniah-
ment, why shounld this man, thus branded,
thns officially convioted of the highest crime a
public man can commit—an attempt to sell
his official power for money—oonvicted of oor-
ruption and venality in office—why shounld he
be put into still higher office and given still
better opportunities for repeating his offense?
We can understand how General Grant,
knowing nothing of his past history, and
yielding to the pressure of the members of
Congress and other politicians, who, acting as
usnual withont the slightest sense of responsi-
bility or the slightest regard for the publio
hoeor, urged his appointment, shounld have
gent in his nomination. Bat we eanmot under-
stand why, when all the faocts were made
public, he did not instantly withdraw it; nor
why, with the record of these facts before
them, the Senate, even by a majority of ome,
should have given its “‘advice and oconsent”
to such an appointment. His confirmation
was strongly urged by Senator Bamner and
otherg, oo the ground of Ashley’s party ser-
vices, and om such base and miserable pre-
texts the thing was carried throngh!

The Senate has thus deliberately sanctioned
the dootrine that integrity of echaraoter,
bhonesty inoffice and inthe discharge of official
duty, is not essential to offtvial position; that
it is not necessary in order to receive an ap-
peintment by the President “‘by and with the
advice and copsent of the Benate.” Ope vote
wounld have averted this disgrace from the
Henste, from the administration, and from the
Ranbliun q.ul.y; bat that ome vote was not
to be had. The old motto that “‘all is fair in
polities” was bad enough, but the new rale
established by the Senate, that official orime
may be oloaked or atemed for iy politioal ser-
vice, is a trifle worse.

SHALL THE FEDERAL CAPITAL BE RE-
MOVED TO NEW YORK?
From the N, Y. World,

one of the most enterprising Republioan joar-
uals in the West—the Cincinnati Commer-
cial—advocating & chapge in the seat of the
Federal Governmeut. We must conoeds that
the reasons urged fer its transfer from Wash-
ington to New York are not without foros.
They could be reinforced by others quite as
important, which esosped the notice of the
Cincinnati Commercial. Bat as it is our par-
poee, in recallivg attention to the subjeot, to
point ont some of the disadvantages of such a
change, it is wotincumbent on us to supply
the omitted arguments on that side of the
question. Oar looal pride and genss of Jooal
benefit wonld prepossess us in fsvor of the
removal if it were proposed with any prospect
. 0f snocess; but av it is never likely to happen,
we can reconcile onrselves te the loss by con-
templating the effeot of such & transfer npon
the public liberty, We are oonnrulumrto
look at the subjuct not merely a8 New York-
ere, but as advocates of free institutions: avd
we are of opinlon that the transfer of the poli-
tioal c;s}ltl of lll:.ie conntry to it8 commergial
melropolis wonld strengthen the
tendencies of the poriod!. Snizalising

solidationists (what they have naver yet had) s
plausible argument for dwarfing and belittling
the Etates, founded om the ) gusge of the
Constitation. The Constitutien expressly re-
coguizes the propriety and the desirability of
the Federal Government having complete ju.

Ieland., Would the Legislatare of New York
cede the oity to Congress im order that it
might be mads the national capital ! Wonld
Congress transier the seat of government
without such & ocession?! Bafore oentraliza-
tion had made suoh gigantio strides as it has
of late, a removal would not have besn con-
sented to without a cession of the clty; but in
the present temper of Congress, it wonld pro-
bably be regarded a8 & matter of indifference,
since,that body would not scruple to assams
all the suthority which could be rightfully
scquired by the voluntary consent of the
Legialature. If the Federal Government were
once here, it would not ask laavs of the State
to exeroige exolusive jariadiotion. It would
rely on the intrinslo propriety of the sutho-
rity, and treat Btate remonstrances with oon-
tempt. The argnment of the Jederalist for
the necessity of such suthority conld easily
be pressed into the service of the consolida-
tionistsa. Ve insert the comments of the
Federalist on the passage of the Constitution
whioh we have copled: —

#The Indigpensable necessity of complete autho-
rity at tho geat of government carries (ts own evi
dence with it It 18 8 power exercised by every
legislature in the Unfon—I might say of the world—
by virtue of its general sapremacy. Without it, not
only the public authority might be insulted and its
procecdings interrupted with impunity: but a de-
pendenco of the moembers of the General Govern
menton the State comprehending the seat of jrovern
ment for protection in the exercise of thelr duty,
might bring on the natlonal councils an imputation
of awe or influence equally dishonorable to the Gov
ernment  and dissatisfactory to  other members
of the confederacy, This cousideration hus
the more welght, a4 the gradual acoumulution of
public improvements at the stationary resldence of
the Government woild both be too great a pledge to
be left in the hands of & single State, and would
create B0 many obstacles to n removal of the Gov-
ernment, a8 still further to abridge it iIndependence,
* + * ' The necessity of n like authority over
forts, magnaines, ete, established by the General
Government, 18 not less evident, The puble money
expended o such places, and the public property
deposited in them, reguire that they should be ex-
empt from the authority of the particular Stiate, Nor
would it he proper for the places on which the se-
curity of the entire Union may depend to be in any
degree dependent on a particular member of i1t.”

Certain it is, that if the national capital
ia ever trapsferred to New York, Cobgress
will elaim, and will exercise, fall authority
and jurisdiotion over the city. The practioal
result will be the same whether the Legisla-
ture cedes the oity or not; and it is not easy to
overrate the effeot of such a transfer in hasten.
ing the consolidation of all political anthority
1 the Federal Government. It would over-
shadow the most important of the States—the
one most capable of maintaining its separats
authority—in the chief seat of its influnence.
It would associate the Federal Government,
in the popular imagination, with that mighty
commercs which, having its ecentre here,
spreads its ramiflcations through every part of
the Union. It would convertthe vast influenoce
which this ity is destined to exert upon the
country by its wealth, its intelligence, its
civilization, its commerce, its social pre-emi-
pence, and its public jourvals, into & strong
ally and supporterof the politioal authority, At
present, the centre of intelligence, eivilization,
and social influence being different from the
centre of politics, the Government acquires no
dangerous hold npon men’s imaginations; it is
oredited with no other inlluence tham that
which it actuslly exerts; nothing radiates from
Washiogton buot mere naked authority, with-
out that grace of attire and surronndings, and
that despotism over dazzled imaginations,
wuich it would bhave if Washington were the
chief seat of the national onltare and the
great foous of refinement, splendor, and social
display. The fact that our natiomal capital
has been a small provipcial town has saved
the country from many illnsions. We have
been under no temptation to atiribute the
enormous growth of the Federal anthority to
anything but the sordid motives and vulgar
ambition by which it has been produced.
Beeing how powerful and Lhow dangerous the
consolidating tendencies already are, no sin-
oere friend of liberty oan wish to see them
reinforced by such an alliance with the com-
meroe, wealth, and cunltivation of the country
as wonld result from a transfer of the seat of
government to New York.

Up to within a recent period, we have had
nothing in this country corresponding, in any
respect, to the great capitals of Earope. The
intellectnal and soclal cultivation of the coun-
try, like its political anthority, has been
widely distributed; its numerons cities haviog
no marked social pre-eminence or inferiority
88 oompared with one another, any more than
the several States bave had in respect to po-
litical anthority. This wide distribution of
culture and anthority is one of ths favering
cironmstances which bave contributed to the
strength and the rapid developmsot of the
conntry. Whatever there has been of good in
the charaoter of onr people—aelf-reliance, en-
terprise, love of liberty, intellestual cultiva-
tion, sooisl refinement—has besn equally active
in every locality, as there was no temptation
powerful enough to drain it away into & can-
tral vortex. Oar conntry has, therefore, been
like Milton’s angela, who,

“Yital in every part,
Cannot but by annihilating die.”

When the Dritish took our national capital
in onr last war with that conotry, its capture
was of little more consequence than wonld
have been the eapture of any other city of the
¢eame size. There bhas never been a time,
uniil sipce New York has grown ro large,
when the loss of any particular oity to a
foreigm epemy or o domestia rebsllion would
have serionsly imperilled our safely, or
diminished eur resounrces, or arrested onr
clvilization. But the wenderfal growth of
New York snd the copcentration here of onr
foreign and domestic commercs, are rapidly
giving to this city the character el & great
soclal metropolis. People of Intellectual oul-
ture or social ambition, who have scquirsd
wealth in the other cities of the Unlon, are
more and more drawn hither to enjoy it; and
the effect will be a constant advance in metro-
politan civilization at the expense of all
other parts of the conntry. Now, if the seat
of government were transferred to New
York, this inevitable tendency would be stim-
nlated by the addition of s new and powerfal
altraction. Ungquestionably, the concéntration
of all the best talent and most sotive sooial
ambitions of the cenntry in one matropolis,
and their close alliance with the Government,
would be scecompanied with advamtages; bui
would it tend to preserve our repubiican in-
stitutions ! We think it would not; we think
it would tend to make New York the United
Btates, in the same sense that Paris is France,
New York wonld mot only perform the ex-
ohanges, and shape the opinions, aud regulste
the fashions of the whole conntry, but it would
be the sole centre of politioal influence. The
Federal GGovernment, reinforced and supporied
by all that can daszle the imagination, domi-
